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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over Majos 

Jacques, EP1 1 87308 (cited by the applicant) in view of Yu et al., US Patent No. 

5,793,096. 

Regarding Claims 1 ,2, 4-6, The EP1 187308 reference shows in Figure 2 the 
substantially the same figure as in Figure 1 of this application and shows every structure 
limitation in the claims. However, the reference does not disclose the physical structure 
arrangement of the inductor as recited, "therein the inductors of the oscillating circuits 
are produced in MOS technology and are superposed one on top of the other". Yu et al. 
discloses a spiral inductor in which MOS transistors are internally installed using multi- 
layer metallization technology and teaches that this technology provides reduction of the 
chip area. In order to further reduce the chip area, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to recognized that two inductors be superposed one on top of the 
other because such a modification would have provided the benefit of further reducing 
the chip area. 
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Regarding Claim 3, as an obvious consequence of two spiraled inductors being 
superposed one on top of the other using an insulator such as thin oxide film in between 
two inductors, spiraled capacitors are formed. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Balberg discloses a silicon MOS inductor. 
Fujita discloses a VCO with a spiraled inductor.
